MRS. PARKER WRITES 
ABOUT HER TRIP 
TO CANAL ZONE 


Rev. and Mrs, E. L. Eiland 
have received word from 
their daughter, Mrs, Henry 
Parker (nee Louise HWiland), 
that she has arrived safely 
in Panama Canal Zone. She 
is now residing in Cristobal, 
Canal Zone, with her hus- 
band, who is a government 
employee. Mrs. Parker flew 
on a plane from Montgom- - 
ery via New Orleans, La.,, 
and Buzon, Guatemala. In 
Guatemala she reports, 
“This town is the cleanest 
and best kept I have ever 
seen, It is spotless. I 
thought we did well in the 
States, but you should see 
this place. Nothing is ra- 
tioned here. I gee washing 
machines and many other 
things that we are unable 
to buy at home. All the kids 
here speak French, Spanish 
and Indian languages. All 
the time they try to sell 
some little souvenir or daily 
papers and I can’t read a 
word of it or know what the 
peoples say. It is really 
amazing how they follow 
American people around.” 

In Panama she reports: 
“I have a nicely furnished 
apartment. There is an 
electric iron, stove and frig- 
idaire. I have two bed- 
rooms, a living room, dining 
room and kitchen, and hot 
and cold water at ali times. 
There is a large coconut tree 
in my back yard with sever- 
al big nuts on it.” 

Mrs. Parker said that even 
though the trip made her a 
little tired, she saw many 
things of interest and enjoy- 
ed the trip very much.

POWER THROUGH SELF-DISCI- 
PLINE (TEMPERANCE LESSON) 

LESSON TEXT—Proverbs 1;7-10; Jer: 
emlah 35:5-10; 
Thessalonians R 

GOLDEN TEX'T—And every man that 
striveth for the mastery is temperate in 
all things.—I Corinthians 9:25, 

Discipline — that word doesn't 
sound exactly attractive, does it? It 
makes us think of punishment for 
wrongdoing, when in reality it is a 
very helpful word which means 
teaching, Disciples learn, and thus 
are disciplined, so that life becomes 
safer, simpler, and more efficient, 

When the Morro Castle caught 
fire, there was time for everyone to 
escape, but 134 out of the 500 on 
board perished because they fought 
each other. When the President 
Coolidge sank in the South Seas 4,500 
soldiers escaped alive, What made 
the difference? Discipline, that’s all, 
but {t was enough. 

There are many kinds of disci- 
pline, and all have their important 
place In preparing men to live well 
ordered and useful lives. The dis- 
ciplined life has power to meet trials 
and temptations, We find in our les- 
ion three kinds of discipline: 


I. Home Discipline (Proy. 1:7-10). 

The training received by the child 
early in life from its parents is of 
the utmost Importance in forming 
character, Children should learn the 
true standards of life, and be held 
to obedience to them if they are 
later to walk in the right way. 

It is here that they most effec- 
tively learn the danger of the use 
of intoxicants and the importance 
of keeping their bodies clean and 
strong for the service of God and 
country. 

Some parents (possibly misled by 
attractive, but false theories of edu- 
cation) think that the correction or 
punishment of a child is not to be 
permitted, They assume that they 
are being kind to a child by not 
limiting his development, or trying 
to direct it. These are the people 
who “curse their children with kind- 
ness,” which is in fact the greatest 
of unkindness. 

Only a fool (v. 7) will despise the 
instruction of his parents, and only 
a fool of a parent will fail to give 
that training which is like ‘‘an orna- 
ment of grace"’ (vy. 9) in the life of 
the young man or woman. 

But the discipline of the home 
needs the support of 


II. Social Discipline (Jer, 35:5-10). 

The social order, which concerns 
our relation to our fellow men, dis- 
ciplines each of us. It makes many 
and what sometimes seem burden- 
some demands of us in order that 
we, as well as those around us, may 
have the privilege of living ordered 
and useful lives, 

Wise is the man or woman who 
draws from his fellowship with oth- 
ers that helpful training which gives 
him stability and grace. 

The Rechuabites had made a vow 
that they would not drink intoxi- 
cants, and as a tribe they stood by 
that vow even when tested by Jere- 
miah. (Note that we say tested, not 
tempted. He knew they would 
stand.) 

Fine family traditions have great 
value in guiding and controlling 
young people. We should, like the 
good man Jonadab (v. 6), establish 
a tradition of abstinence from in- 
toxicants which will make all of our 
descendants say, “No one in our 
family ever drinks.” 

The training of home and of 
society has one great goa] and that 
is 

III. Self-Discipline (I Cor, 9;24-27; 
I Thess. 5:22). 

In the life of every one of us there 
should be that determined purpose 
that life shall not be lived in care- 
less disorder, or be permitted to run 
out at loose ends. 

We are all running a race (vy, 24), 
and it is for us so to run that we 
may achieve success. We cannot 
run with uncertainty (v. 26), we 
must know where we are going. 

We are fighting a fight, and at 
times it is a desperate, life-and- 
death struggle. We must not beat 
the air (v. 26), but strike home the 
telling blows which will bring vic- 
tory over our enemies, the world, 
the flesh, and the devil. 

To do this calls for training and 
self-discipline. It means bringing the 
body and its demands into sub- 
jection. The man who runs in a race 
does not destroy his chances for 
victory by using intoxicants, or other 
detrimental things. Surely we who 
run the race for Christ must be 
even more determined that self shall 
be disciplined for God’s glory. 

The standard for the conduct of 
the Christian is higher than is com- 
monly supposed, for he withdraws 
himself from ‘every form of evil." 

The disciplined believer knows 
that sin is sin—that what looks com- 
paratively innocent often wears a 
false face covering real wickedness, 
or it is the first step on a downward 
path, To start on that way is to in- 
vite disaster. A striking example of 
this is the social drink—the fashion- 
able cocktail—the friendly glass, 
Abstain is the word—‘‘abstain from 
every form of evil,’

In the month of May, 
1918, he was inducted into 
the U. S. Army in World 
War number One. But be- 
cause of a defective eye 
he was soon given a medical 
discharge. He returned 
home and in December of 
1918 he was married to Miss 
Rossie Wilson, a girl with 
whom he had been reared. 
To this union were born four 
children; two sons, Sgt. J.

He is also survived by his 
mother, Mrs. W. J. Wilkes, 
of New Brockton; five sis- 
ters, Mrs. J. D. Willis, Mrs.

1944 Platform 


Declaring that their platform 
really was Franklin D. Roosevelt 
himself, the Democrats meeting in 
Chicago for their national conven- 
tion renominated the President for 
a fourth term, and called for the 
continuance of New Deal domestic 
policies and the creation of a world 
organization to preserve peace 
through use of force if necessary. 


For agriculture, the Democrats 
pledged price guarantees and crop

FARM VALUES: 
No Spree 


Although good returns on heavy 
volume have stimulated agriculture 
during World War II and led to a 
brisk turnover in farm lands at in- 
creasing values,‘no runaway credit 
extension has marked the realty 
dealings. 

With operators purchasing two- 
thirds of the record number of farms 
sold in 1943, 51 per cent of the trans- 
actions were for cash, and most of 
the remainder involyed large cash 
down payments. 

Because farm land values were 
about 75 per cent of the 1912-14 
level when the war broke out, they 
are still about 50 to 60 per cent 
below the inflated prices of 1920 de- 
spite their steady rise, although the 
average rise in value has been about 
37 per cent, increases have totaled 
as much as 53 per cent. 

Inflated values above real earn- 
{ng possibilities in some localities 
has hindered the Farm Security ad- 
ministration’s tenant purchasing 
program.

EUROPE: 
Stubborn Foe 


Allied forces continued to slug for- 
ward in Normandy, gaining ground 
by the yard in the face of stubborn 
German do-or-die resistance all 
along the curving front, 


Fighting was intense both on the 
western end of the front where 
U. S. forces pressed forward against 
the enemy holding out behind the 
cover of the tall, thick hedgerows 
checkering the countryside, and on 
the eastern end where British ar- 
mored columns broke through the 
foe's formations in the open plains. 
With about 75,000 men facing the 
British in this sector, Nazi Marshall 
Rommel attempted to curtail the 
Allied drive by sharp  counter- 
attacks. 


British forces exerted the heaviest 
pressure in recent fighting because 
the open country allowed use of 
their armored equipment behind ter- 
rifle artillery barrages, Bad weather 
continued to hamper full scale 
operations of the Allied air force, 
both in support tactics and bombard- 
ment of enemy communications be- 
hind the lines. ' 


Internal -Revolt 


With the Allies pressing in on all 
sides, Hitler is faced with in- 
ternal revolt within Germany, with 
the Nazis reporting that a clique of 
army officers sought to establish a 
new government and prepare the 
groundwork for surrender. 

Climax of the sensational plot was 
the attempted assassination of Hitler 
with a bomb, which exploded with- 
in 6 feet of him, causing him slight 
injury and more seriously hurting 
13 of his aides. 


Moving swiftly to quell the revolt, 
which reportedly had the support 
of high ranking army officers, the 
Nazis executed several of the ring- 
leaders and designated Gestapo 
Chief Heinrich Himmler as com- 
mander within Germany to suppress 
the uprising. Rebels’ plans reported- 
ly called for seizure of control of 
the country through military units. 


Addressing the German people 
over the radio after the attempt on 
his life, Hitler roared: ‘*...I am 
convinced that by stamping out this 
very small clique of traitors... we 
will now at last create that atmos- 
phere in the rear at home which 
the fighting front needs... .” 


Russ Advance 


Russian armies continued to exert 
the strongest pressure on the east- 
ern front, continuing their drive on 
East Prussia in the north and roll- 
ing deeper into Poland farther to 
the south. 


As the Russians pressed the Ger- 
mans on the east, Allied troops 
moved against the Nazis’ vaunted 
“Gothic line’ in northern Italy, 
with an easing of their problems of 
supply promised with the capture 
and hasty repair of the western sea- 
port of Livorno, through which 17,500 
tons of shipping can be cleared 
daily. 


With German resistance stiffening 
around East Prussia, the Russians 
swung the brunt of their attack fur- 
ther southward in Poland, outflank- 
ing the big industrial city of Lwow 
and fanning out on the open plains 
below Warsaw. The Russian break- 
throughs continued to force the Ger- 
mans to pull back to prevent en- 
circlement from the rear,

WORLD BANK: 
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Stability Sought 


Seeking to stabilize the internal 
conditions of countries and minimize 
possibilities for unrest in the post- 
war world, 44 allied nations came 
to agreement on raising an $8,800,- 
000,000 fund, which would be used to 
make currencies available to indl- 
vidual states for settling trade bal- 
ances, 

At the same time, the nations 
moved to agreement on a $10,000,- 
000,000 world bank, which would ex- 
tend $2,000,000,000 in long-term 
loans to different countries for re- 
construction and development, use 
the other $8,000,000,000 to guarantee 
similar loans made by private in- 
vestors. 


With U, S. participation in the two 
projects dependent upon congres- 
sional approval, the U. S, share in 
the $8,800,000,000 fund would be $2,- 
750,000,000, and its contribution to 
the $10,000,000,000 world bank would 
be about $3,000,000,000, 


BEEF: 
July High 


Because of smaller shipments and 
stiffening market competition, prime 
long-fed steers came into increasing 
demand, with buyers at the Chicago 
yards paying $17.65 per hundred. 
weight for choice cattle, the highest 
price for July since 1919, and peak 
for any month since April, 1943. 


This year's July top compared 
with $17.10 paid in 1948; $15.85 in 
1942, and $13 in 1941, Highest July 
sale on record was the $18.75 in 1918, 


The majority of steers and year- 
lings also shared in the price ad- 
vance, with top heifers rising to 
$17.35 to equal the highest‘ July sale 
on record, and the best return since 
August, 1920, 


GI READING: 
Politics Permitted 


Even as the army expanded the 
list of magazines permitted to cir- 
culate among GIs to 189, Sen. 
Robert Taft (Ohio) pressed for a 
relaxation of regulations designed to 
curb the distribution of political \lit- 
erature in the services. 


Declaring that an amendment to 
the Hatch act only forbid the cir- 
culation of government printed ma- 
terial to soldiers, Taft said it did 
not prevent the transmission of any 
political literature to troops if sent 
by individuals, corporations or poli- 
tical parties at their own expense. 

In expanding the list of magazines 
which might circulate among GIs 
regardless of the political material 
they may possess, the,army said it 
based its action on studies of sol- 
diers’ reading habits abroad and 
purchases at posts at home,

Tobacco 

Because cigarette manufacturers 
have only about one year’s stocks of 
tobacco on hand, and a recent War 
Food administration order restricted 
their purchase of 1944 flue-cured 
tobacco for aging to 70 per cent of 
the amount they processed last 
year, smokers may continue to feel 
the pinch of short supplies. 


Iron Ore ' 

During the first six months of 
1944, lower Great Lakes blast 
furnaces consumed 44,290,320 
tons of iron ore, approximately 
198,000 tons more than the pre- 
vious record set last year. As 
of July 1, stock piles on U. 8S. 
and Canadian docks totaled 26,- 
655,414 tons, about 550,000 more 
than at the same date in 1943, 


Oil 

U. 8S, oil production soared to 4,- 
602,350 barrels a day during the 
week ended July 15, increasing 
about 500,000 over the same period 
last year. As of the same date, gas 
stocks stood at 82,252,000 barrels 
compared with 175,391,000 in 1943, 


RAIL FINANCE: 
Big Deal 


In one of the railroads’ biggest 
financing deals in years, the Great 
Northern considered plans for call- 
ing in $119,887,700 of bonds and 
notes, to further cut fixed interest 
charges to about $10,000,000 yearly, 
compared with $12,506,172 in 1943 
and an average of $18,194,079 for 
the 1921-’31 period. 


Under the Great Northern’s tenta- 
tive proposal, it would cover the 
redemption with the issuance of 
$100,000,000 of new general mortgage 
bonds, and the remainder from 
funds .from its treasury. About 
$4,000,000 would be paid in premiums 
for calling in the old bonds and notes 
before maturity. 


With the completion of the new 
financing, the Great Northern would 
then have an outstanding bonded 
debt of approximately $249,000,000, 
besides an additional amount of 
equipment trust certificates and con- 
ditional sales obligations. 


MARSH HARES 


Gov. James*H, Davis of Louisiana 
has signed house bill 675, thereby 
Officially changing the name of 
muskrats to ‘‘marsh hares.’’ The 
intention of the framers of the bill 
was to increase the sale of musk- 
rat meat. The new name, it is hoped, 
will be attractive or at least 
neutral, in contrast to the somewhat 
repellant impressions conveyed by 
“musk” and “rat.” 

The flesh of the aquatic rodent is 
esteemed as a delicacy in Louisiana

INTERESTING LETTER 
FROM NEW GUINEA 


Dear Enditor and Friends: 

It’s been a long time since 
| wrote to The Clipper, Just 
hope all of you are in the 
best of health, as I am feel- 
ing the same . 

I am somewhere in New 
Guinea, I can’t say exactly 
where, as our location would 
be good information for the 
enemy, so I believe you all 
understand. I can’t say J 
like the place here, but 
there are many places that 
are worse than this. In all, 
the best place I would like 
to be is back home with my 
family and friends. At the 
moment it is impossible, but 
when this mess is all over, 
We are coming back to our 
loved ones, and that, friends, 
is going to be the most won- 
derful day for many mil- 
lions of people all over the 
world. 

I have received two (2) 
Clippers from home and I 
enjoyed them very much, It 
also makes me_ feel very 
good. I want to express my 
sincere appreciation for the 
article you printed of my 
brother being in Italy. That 
was the first time I had 
heard from him since I left 
the States. 1am also glad 
to read of the people doing 
such wonderful things for 
their loved ones in the ser- 
vice. 

While writing this letter, 
it comes to me how much 
time and traveling I have 
done since I[ left the good 
old home town. Before I en- 
tered active duty of the army 
I was a member of the Na- 
tional Guard. You recall, 
the National Guard of Elba 
was inducted into Federal 
service, and we were sta- 
tioned at Camp _ Blanding, 
Fla., for awhile. From there 
we moved to Camp Bowie, 
Texas, then to Fort Sill, 
Okla, then back to Camp 
Bowie, then to Camp Shel- 


by, Miss, then to Camp 
Pickett, Va., and a good 


many maneuvers, I can ac- 
count for also. 

I can relate many things 
of this island, and I am sure 


you will enjoy reading of 
such. The first thing was 


getting accustomed to Aus- 
tralian money which looks 
very similar to our cigar and 
Rinso coupons, and it was 
hard to understand its value. 
But I have it down pretty 
pat now. Many of our boys 
make nice ornaments from 
their silver money and they 
also make cute cigarette 
stands from our shells (all 
in our spare time.) This 
place is not so bad at all. We 
have plenty of coconuts 
and bananas to eat. It’s 
really a pretty sight to visit 
the coconut groves. I have 
read of such places but nev- 
er thought that I would ac- 
tually see such. 

The natives on this island 
are very friendly and we are 
forbidden to have anything 
to do with them, as we 
American boys are so good 
natured with giving things 
away to the natives. The 
natives are under the super- 
vision of the Australian 
Government and also em- 
ployed by same. We are 
made to understand the na- 
tive is poor, and the native 
who is pretty well off. By 
this, they have a custom of 
coloring their hair, which is 
very fuzzy. The one with 
the reddish looking color is 
the poor one and the one 
with the black color is rich, 
or vice versa, I am not quite 
sure of the colors, but rich 
and poor are known by the 
color of hair. 

We seldom see the native 
women unless we go into 
their villages, and to get to 
their villages we have to go 
through many channels for 
permission, so I see all that 
pass by in our area. They 
are very filthy looking peo- 
ple, and the native women 
do not have any covering of 
the breast, which is a very 
filthy sight, as we American 
boys are not accustomed to 
such things of our women 
folk. We also are made to 
understand they have mala- 
ria in their blood and their 
skins look scaly, and that is 
one of the main reasons we 
are not allowed to have any- 
thing to do with them (it is 
a very good reason.) The 
most peculiar part about 
them is that every time you 


see them coming down the 
road, they are always car- 
rying something under both 
arms, and the women do all 
the carrying, the men do 
not. Well, that is all for the 
natives, 

Since we left the States a 
great many of the boys are 
going to church. They do 
not miss any church services 
at all. I for one in particu- 
lay, reformed and I haven’t 
missed a church — service 
since we arrived here. We 
have one of the most beau- 
tiful chapels in our area and 
believe me, it is packed to 
the rafters for every church 
service. To be truthful, 
while I was a givilian, I 
never gave it a good thought 
to go to church, but now you 
can’t keep me out of one, 
You know it is never too late 
to be saved by God, and I 
am praying more and more 
each day for this war to 
come to a close, with the 
United States victorious. | 
am sure all of you people 
back home are praying for 
us and doing everything you 
possibly can to make us hap- 
py here. 

As for our sports here, we 
have a baseball league, and 
have one of the finest teams 
in the entire division. We al- 
so have two leagues—one is 
the American, the other the 
National, and our standing 
in the league is very good. 
We also have a_ softball 
league in the Battalion, and 
we aren’t doing so well 
there since many of our soft- 
ball players have converted 
to hardball. Of course we 
can’t blame the boys for do- 
ing so, for if they enjoy hard- 
ball better, we are cheering 
them on all the better. We 
see movies every other 
night, and sometimes every 
night when we can get 
transportation. I have wit- 
nessed some of the best box- 
ing I have ever seen in my 
life. When the boys mix it 
up they really go at it. That 
is the American spirit in our 


boys, and from what I see,! 


Mr. Jap will not think of us 
being soft and good-natured 
Americans. We can also be 
the roughest when our Nan- 
ny gets up. 

The weather here is very 
funny; you can bet your 
bottom dollar ti will 
every night, and it is not the 
rainy season, so you can just 
imagine when it is the rainy 
season. I hope all of you are 
making good crops this year 
and I wish I and the rest of 
the boys were home helping 
you make same. I really do 
miss those good old water- 
melons, and I hope every 
time you are eating one you 
think of us, and I’m sure the 
day will come when we can 
all eat them together. 

I am sending my address 
and I want you all to write 
me and I promise to answer 
every one of your letters. I 
will appreciate all the news 
I receive from you good peo- 
ple, and that will help my 
morale very much. Keep up 
the good work back home 
and we will do our part here. 
Hoping to hear from all real 
soon, thinking of you as you 
would of me, I remain a 
friend to all. God bless you 
all.
